PREF ACE . 

I have pleasure in presenting the Anmal Report of the Public Health 
Department for the year which ended on the 31 December, 1967. 

The mumber of livebirths registered during the year was fifty-eight 
representing an increase of seven over the figure for the previous year. 

No stillbirths were registered, tut one infant died in the first week of life 
and one other infant died in the first month of life, No other deaths were 
registered during the first year of life. No woman died as a result of child-~ 
birth or abortion, 

The mmber of registered deaths was a hundred and seventeen, an increase 
of thirty over the figure for 1966, Fifty-six people died of heart disease, 
nineteen of cancer and twelve of 'strokel, 

The only notifications of the occurrence of infectious disease received 
during 1967 related to three cases of acute pneumonia, two of them fatal and 
four cases of measles, No new cases of tuberculosis were notified but one 
person died of the disease, 

In spite of the economic climate the Council has contimed with its 
schemes for improved sewerage and sewage dispusal, and has thus made a notable 
contribution to safeguarding the health of the public.

PREF ACE 


It giver me pleasure to present my report for the year ended 
31st December, 1967. 


In regard to housing it is reported that six houses at Bronnant were 
completed during the year, The Council has proposals to erect dwellings 
at Olmarch, Llanddewi Brefi, Llwynygroes, Lledrod and Ysbyty Ystwyth and 
one is glad t note that in each of these proposed estates a proportion 
of two-bedroumed bungalows for aged persons is included. 


There has been a slight increase in the number of improvement grants 
approved during the year - from 31 to 36, It is hoped that this increase 
will contimie in the future, 


In the field of sewerage and sewage dispusal, I am glad tu report 
that the Ministerial Inguiry in regard t the Tregaron scheme was held in 
November and it is hoped that permission to proceed to tender will be 
forthcoming svon, 


One new matter on which I should cumment is the fact that during the 
year work was commenced by the Council on the provision of a new burial 
ground at Lledrod. This is being provided at the request of the parish 
couneil and the Welsh Office as existing cemeteries in the area are almest 
full.

RODENT CONTROL 


As in previwws years rodent cuntrol was carried vut by the Council's 
foreman on a part-time basis, There were no major infestations during 
the year althvugh numerous premises were treated and the two refuse tips 
were regularly baited, 


INSPECTION OF MEAT AND OTHER FOODS 


General: Visits were paid to fcod shops and vans, and the attention of 
several uccupiers were drawn to minor items requiring attention. 
Slaughterhouses and butcher's shups were regularly visited for meat 
inspection purposes, 


ice Cream: There are no ice cream manufacturers in the area but seven- 
teen premises are registered under Section 16 of the Foud and Drugs Act, 
1955 fur the storage and sale of ice crean, 


Milk: There are four distributors of milk, as defined, registered by 
the Council, and one other distributor is registered by a neighbouring 
Council, Farmers retailing within the district are, «f ccurse, 
registered by the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food.

MEAT INSPECTION: 


There are two private slaughterhvuses in the district, both in 
Tregaren, and producing meat of excellent quality. The occupier of one 
slaughterhiuse installed a stunning pen as required by the relevant 
regulations and his licence was amended to allow the slaughter of cattle. 
The other slaughterhouse is licensed only fur the slaughter of calves, 
sheep and pigs. One hundred and eighty-six visits were made to slaughter- 
houses and tutcher's shups fur meat inspection purpyses which are 
summarised as fullows:-

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FACTORIES ACT 


There are nineteen factwries, as defined, within the rural district, 
Seventeen of the premises were "facturies with power" and only two were 
"factories without power", The only relatively big factory is the Milk 
Marketing Board Creamery at Pont Llaniv, The appendix at the end of the 
report gives statistics relating tu factories in the area, 


REFUSE COLLECTION 


During the course of the year it was decided to obtain a larger 
refuse coullectiun vehicle which wuld enable refuse cvllection ta be 
carried «ut at more premises, The vehicle, a Karrier Bantam Ramillies 20, 
came into service in December, 


Refuse is still disposed of by semi-cuntrvlled tipping at Tyndomen, 
Tregaron and Bryn Villa, Ystrad Meurig. 


WATER SUPPLIES 


Public Supplies: 


The Cardiganshire Water Board is the responsible authority fer the 
water supplies of the whole county, 


Water supply is obtained frum the Teifi Pucls Reservuir which is 
situated within the Tregarun Rural District, and all raw water is fully 
treated at the Strata Flivurida Treatment Works has a rated capacity of 
900,000 gallins per day. During 1965 work on the mass concrete gravity 
dam at Llyn Egnant was cumpleted, When the reservoir is filled to over- 
fluw level, which is 1,380 fcet abuve sea level, 115 milliun gallons of 
water is available, The sequence vf treatment cuomprises:- 


(a) super chlorination; 
(b) coagulation by the addition of eluminium sulphate and 
calcium sulphate, which also increases the permanent 


hardness contents 


(ec) addition of sodium carbunate and sudiun bicarbanate ti 
increase alkalinity; 


(d) pressure filtration t: remove colour and suspended matter; 


(e) addition of sudium carbonate t: adjust the alkalinity of 
treated water; and 


(f) addition of sulphur dioxide te contrul chlorine residual. 
The Engineer and Manager of the Board, Mr. Huw Protherv, M.A., 


M.I.C.E., AM.I.Mun.E., MI.W.E,, has kindly given details relating to 
sampling etc., which are summarised as fullows:-

The anount of trade at the Market continues tu increase and in view 
of this the Council decided to prepare a scheme cf impruvenent and 
extensicn, This scheme provides fur a secund sale ring, extra penning 
accummudation, luading pens and cuvered accommodation for dairy cattle 
and wrk was started in June, 


The serivus vutbreak vf foot and mouth disease in the West Midlands 
affected the market in that it was clused fur a short time, and when re- 
opened, its use was restricted tu livestuck which were intended for 
immediate slaughter, Disinfection precautiuns were in furce in regard to 
all persons and vehicles entering or leaving the market premises, 


PUBLIC CONVENIENCES 


The Gvwuneil has pruvided five public cunveniences, Two of these at 
Tregar:n and the others at Puntrhydfendigaid, Llanddewi Brefi and Llangeitho. 
Routine cleansing and maintenance is carried out by the Council's workmen, 
All contain washing facilities cunsisting vf washbasins with a supply of 
cold water, paper tuwels frum wall munted cabinets and wire baskets tu 
receive used towels in eascurdance with the Ministry's recommendations,
